"The organization of the Penn- 
sykanitUood Roada fadtfMlM, 

which wRs effpctod «t ITurrisburff 
on Thursday, is timely. The peo- 
ple of the Mtate at the coming 

elpflion will vote upon n propospd 
amendment to the Constitution 
aathorisinff a bond imae'of $50,- 
OOn.OOO. tltp money to he drvotod 
to road iniprovemeDt, and it is 
now a live qaeetton. 

"Tlip in'w organization, which 
at the outset strongly iodicstes its 
purpose to support the amend- 
meat, can do iiiucli to secure its 
adoption. There is no longer any 
visible opposition to^tba ooiNtrac- 
tion of Improved roadt, as thpi p 
was a few years ago under the old 
system, which put all the expense 
upon the localities. Some of them 
thouifht thflt they could not bear 
the burden, and as a result roads 
were endured that were not only 
discreditable, hut were costly to 
thosp who hfifl to use them. 

"But argument in behalf of 
stood roads is no lonjrer needed. 
The sections of improved highway 
that have been oonstranlad in diff- 
erent parts of the State in the past 
few years have been an impressive 
object lesson. Farmera and others 
who were so lonjr indifferent to 
the character of the public roads 
have seen the ad'yantage j>f having 
ihem made wliat the.v should be. 
riiey have discovered that good 
roads enable them to carry larger 
loads iit less wear and tear t o 
horses and vehicles, and it is no 
longer an objection that antomo- 
bilists are favored by good roads, 
because a very large portion of 
farmers have automobiles them 
selves new."— Pbiladalphia Tele- 
graph. 

In 1909 an amendment to the 
Constitution of Kentucky was 
ii(Io|)tP<l, authorizing the erantinjr 
uf State aid iu the building of pub- 
lic roads. ' Two Qenaral As- 
semblies have been convened and 
iidjourned since that amendment 
WHS adopted and the amendmet re 
mains a dead letter. Incideially 
licie has beeu no building of ^ood 
I t ads in Kentuek.v in the interim. 
I lie loason tluMcof is one and tlu> 
ame with that which lias led to 
he proposed constitutional amend- 
incnt in Pcnusylrania. "Loculi- 
u(>s" in Kentucky as well as Fenn- 
s.\ Ivania have refused to bear the 
■urden of expense of road-builcj 
ing. With more than two-thirds 
>f Kentucky's counties pauper, 
his refusal is easily to be under- 
stood. Local taxation has proved 
■iisufticient. Every attempt to 
\ ote a county issue of bonda has 

I'en licfcatt'd. 

If good roads are to be built in 
Kentucky — and the Gk>od Master 
knows there is need of them — the 
power, which Pennsylvania seeks 
by a eonstitotional amendasent and 
which lia-. existed in Kentucky 
since l^U^, must be exercised. 

Kentucky is four years iu ad- 
vance of Pennsylvania in recog- 
nizing the necessity of State aid, 
but, unless the next General As- 
sembly develpos a larjrer wisdom 
than its two immediate predecess- 
ors, Pennsylvsnia will lead and 
Kentucky follow in the actual 
workint; out of a problem common 
to both. — Louisville Times.

My Soil is liirht and sandy, wiili 
a yellow clay subsoil. Now this 
means an ordinary thin, sandy 
land, where commercial fertilizprs 
are depended upon entirely for any 
success with corn planted. Corn 
should not be modo, aod wiH not 
be made this way as soon as wp 
get educated to rotation, planting 
legumes snd raiaing more live 
stock. I rnadp 200 bushels hist 
year on four acres, on which I ap- 
dM^ $10 worth of ftrtilixer per 
acre, ^^'ith unfavorable weather, 
I will make some corn this way, 
whereas planted thick enough for 
100 buslipis, with a drouth or ex- 
treme wet spell, a total failure 'm 
poMible and l40 wasted ou fert i 
lizers. 

As early as December ' 
things right, I break my Inii 1 A . 
corn, with two-iiorse plow, deep 
as possible, by laying off rows 5 
feet wide with middle buster and 
bedding/ I harrow it during the 
winter if I get a chance, and the 
earl.y part of March I throw two 
furrors iuto the water furrow with 
single turn plow, makini: a low. 
Hat seed bed below the level, 
leaving a high balk between. 

I usually plant then as soon ns I 
get a rain and the the ground gets 
dry fcnouffh, osing a planter be- 
hind a snndl harrow; the planter 
opening, dropping and covering at 
one going. No fertfiizar as yet. I 
side liiirrow, or sweep it -if 
necessary to keep weeds d.^wn, 
once or twice nnil it is knee hi^li, 
and thin to one stalk 18 inches 
apaft. Not much thinning is need- 
ed, and this is done two rows nt a 
time with the hand. 

When between knpp and 
high, 1 apply 300 pounds of i:onie- 
mixed fertilizer, equal parts, cot- 
tonseed meal, kainit and acid phos- 
phate, per acre, on one side of 
each row, and plow, applying the 
same amount at the next plowiiij; 
on the other side, and at intervals 
of about 10 days, it is plowed 
very shallow out and out with a 
Cultivat.ir until laid by.
